lomatic staff in Washington. 
He made the announcement aft-

German embassy. 
The order requires the closing 


of the German library of Informa- 
tion and railway tourist bureau 
and the German transocean news 
agency. It calls for removal of all 
nationals connected with the con- 
sulates and these agencies. 
(Transocean 
is not 
connected 
with any American news agency.) 
"It has come to the knowledge of 
this government," the Welles note 
said, "that agencies of the German 
Reich in this country, including 
German consular 
establishments, 
have been engaged 
in activities 
wholly outside the scope of their 
legitimate duties. 
"These activities have been of an 


Improper and unwarranted char- 
acter. 
"They render the continued pres- 
ence in the United States of those 
agencies and consular 
establish- 
ments inimical to the welfare of 
this country." 


Other Consulates Closed. 
This was the first action against 
German consular establishments in 
this country, although Italian con-

FORT WORTH, June 13. 
Much of the damage caused by the 
current Texas floods could have 
been averted had adequate soil con- 
servation practices been instituted 
on the watersheds," H. H. Bennett 
of Washington, D. C., chief of the 
department 
of 
agriculture's soil 
conservation service, said here to- 
day. 


Bennett, on an inspection tour 


of 
the 
Southwest, spoke from a 


first-hand knowledge of the flood 
conditions, for he has spent the 
last few days surveying regions of 
high water and attempting to dis- 
cover the cause for each overflow. 
On Thursday the high govern- 
ment official rolled up his trous- 
ers' legs and waded barefoot for 
about a mile to get a closeup view 
of damage wrought by the east 
fork of the Trinity river, near Mes- 
quite. 
. 


".The cause of these floods we 


could feel under our feet as we 
walked," Bennett said. "The land 
was riddled with gullies and there 
wa3 not a square inch of top soil 
—just a stiff clay top like a tin 
roof over which the water rolled 
unimpeded into the river. Far, far 
too much of our land is like that." 
Work now being done by Texas 
farmers in co-operation with soil 
conservation districts 
will lessen 


the force of future floods, Bennett 
stated.

naturlty of grains, thus increas- 
ing hazards of rust, army worms 
and weather, some decline in pros- 
pects since Juno occurred. 


Production 
of wheat was ex- 


oected to reach 56,116,000 bushels, 
exceeded only by the 1931 crop of 
67,983,000 bushels. 
The 1940 crop 


was 29,355,000 bushels and 
the 
1930-1939 average 31,360,000 bush- 
els. 


Increase was chiefly due, the 


survey said, to an average yield 
ncr 13.95 bushels an acre, compar- 
ed with tho 10-year average of 
9.fi. 
There was an 
increase la 
acreage for harvest to 3,401,000 
acres, compared with the 10-year 
average of 3,124,000 acres. 


An oats crop of 39,803,000 bush- 


els was anticipated, much of it 
being already harvested. 


Condition of corn was reported 


at 67 per cent of normal, compar- 
ed with 72 per cent for each of 
the two preceding years.

Unless additional federal funds 
are granted, June checks will av- 
erage $9.50, ns 
compared 
with 
J11.47 in May. 


Murchison was quoted in a state- 
ment issued by the department as 
saying officials of the social se- 
curity board "are helping in every 
way poslblc to speed up our re- 
quest for funds." 
He asserted that the regional of- 
fice was reviewing the emergency 
appropriation act and other mate- 
rial subcommittee and "we expect 
It to be 'in Washington Monday 
morning." 


"However, it takes time to get 


final approval 
on such 
matters 
and for the United States treasury 
to get a check back to Texas," he 
said. "The checks to the old-age 
recipients will have to be held up 
until we can get the money." 
Pension checks usually are mail- 
ed about the 15th of each month, 
but it was believed the June checks 
would bo at least a week late. 


If federal funds are granted to 
raise the average check to $18.50, 
it will bo the highest since the pen- 
sion program was started in 1930.
